Point V - Novelty. Inventive Step a nd Industrial applicability 

1 . In none of the available prior art documents the subject matter of claim 1 is described 
in its entirety. Claim 1 is therefore new. 

2. The closest prior art is shown in WO 02/35068. The claimed valve differs from the 
cited prior art because the nozzle is not rotatable relative to the outer valve stem. 
The effect of the technical difference is that the lubricant jet can be oriented. 

The technical problem can thus be seen as how to more precisely hit the area to be 
lubricated. The skilled man will to improve the known device in this sense would not find 
any hint in WO 02/35068 or in any other available document to modify the known 
device providing a rotatable inner stem part. 
The subject matter of claim 1 is therefore inventive. 

3. Dependent claims 2-7 are novel and inventive as well by virtue of their dependency
